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The ſucceſſe which did hap- 4 


pen vnto the Nauie of the king of Spazze, " | 
whereof was generall Captaine the Mar- „ 
quis of Santa Cruſe, in the battell which 
was fought with the Nauie that Den An- 
tonit brought to the Iands of Aſores. 


. 5 the riuer ol Lihberne, the tenth 
127 FS aye of Julie 1 5 8 2. with 28. 
2 r chippes, and with fine ſmall pin⸗ 
nelles, (fo2 that other thee ſhippes which 
ſhould haue gone with him, cauld not come 1 
foo2th till che nert dap, ) bicauſe he had oꝛder | 
krom his Paieſtie, to depart with the ſaid $ | 
Nauie, without tarping fo2 the 19 ſhippes, 
2. Calians, 12 gallies, and 2. pineſſes, which 
were pꝛepared in Andilæxis. And following 
bis voiagt, had three dapes ok ill weather, 
at tbe ende whereof he found him⸗ſelke 55. 
leagues from Liſuberne, about the height of 
the Cape of Samt Vincent, 50. leagues from 
bim. And ſo the foule weather was the cauſe 
that he fell from the height of his pzetendev 
courſe. From whence returned one ſhip bes - 
ing an Aragoze, in the which were thee 
companies of old ſouldiers of Flanders, any 
the Phiſitians, Surgians , and other offi« 
Az cers 


be Len Parqueſle went out of 
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all things 


neceſcarte fo that purpoſe: which 
ſhip returned without ante ozder, they alleds 
ging that ſhe was in a leeke. Jn the 13. day 
it pleaſed God to ſend faire weather, by 
meanes whereof they got in one day ee night 
that which they had befoze lot, And being 
in it, and the fayze weather continuing fill, 
he did follow his voiage, till the 21. at which 


time they had the ſight of the Ile ok S. /4:- 


chael. And the 22. day being Sunday, they 
appꝛoched neere vnto Ve Franca, which is 
a towne of the {aid Jland, containing about 
Joo. honholds. 

The dap befo2e they arited at the Jland, 
the Marquis diſpatched two Pineſſes, under 
the charge ok Capteine Aguirrei, who was 
capteine ouer the ſtue afozeſaid, and did ſend 
in euerp one ſire ſouldiers with Caleners, 


giuing them warning to go warilie, and ik 


they ſhould chance to meete with their ene⸗ 


mies Mauie, that they ſhould not come a⸗ 


bozd ante of their ſhippes. neither ſuffer any 
of them to come aboꝛde ok their pineſſes, And 
by the ſald Capteine the Marquis did wꝛite 


vnto Ambroſe Aguier gouernour of the ſaid 


Jland, certifping him how his Paieſties 


 Mante which he bzotght was verie ſtrong, 


conteining ; 500, ſouldiers, in which num⸗ 
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polpitatf, wich their ppouiſlonof | 


* ber was Don e de N , "with ©. X 1 9 


1800 of them ok Flanders, ouer and aboue 
200, Gentlemen and perticular perſons ens 
tertained with their aduantages , wha came 
to ſerue his Maieſtie. And that the Nauie 
which was made readie in (Cali, (fox the 
which they did looke euery houre) was of the 
number and quantitie akozeſaid, with other 
5000. ſduldiers, wherot was ſiue enſignes ok 
old Terſua of Flaunders. And the Marquis 
did deſire the ſaid Ambroſio de Aguier ta ſend 
him ſuch newes as he hav of the French Nas 
ute, c whether they had paſted by that waies 
od not, and the number or their ips:becaule 
he was determined to go ſeeke them, and 
fight with them. Ind that he ſnould ſap vnto 
Peter Piſhoto, if he ſhdulde chaunce to ben 
there, that he ſhould make himſelke readie to 
follow him with the ſhippes of his charge. 


 TAhiles the Marquis was at an anker in 


the road of / Franca, there did ariue vnto 
the Admirals ſhip, one Caruaile of the thiee 
which were left in Lihborne,foy to bring the 
horſes, who gaue them to vnderſtand, that 
the day befo2e were ariued to the laide Vila 
Franca, the thꝛte ſhippes which were lekt in 
Liſhvorne,who departed from chence the nert 
day after the Marquis, in companie with 


the ſaide thꝛee Caruailes. They repozted 
| like wile, 
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like wolle, that the thꝛee ſhips, after they hay 
fallen with C Franca, were forced backt 
againe to the (ca, and that che two carue ils 
were taken by the enemie, the other with 
the hozſes belonging to the generall of che 
field, and others, went to the ſea, beting 
chaſed by a French ſhip. 

The Parquis did ſend ſeme perticular 
men to vnderſtand ſomewhat cf them of che 
IJland, who would not ſuffer them to come 
aland, but diſcharged their peeces at them. 
And there was a Þ?eilt that tolde them that 
the Jland was fo his Þaieſtie , and that he 

knewe nothing of the french Armie , others 

willed them to goe to the Citie. The Mar⸗ 
quelle vuverftanving. what hav paſſep, and 
perceining by one of the two Pinefles which 
her had ſent with Captain Aguirre, that the 
other Pinafle with Captain Aguirre was ta- 
ben pziſoner by a French Shippe and other 

Barks that came from the land, hee did then 

ſuſpect that the Jland had rebelled , and ha⸗ 
ning ſent fox Don Lopo de Figueroa Gent- 
tali ofthe Feelv,to conferre with him about 
the landing of ſome guancitie of men to haue 
ſpech with them ol V Franca, and likewiſe 
to take freſhe water, and hauing ſent to the 
Captains Michel de Oquendo and Rodrigo 


de Vargas, to takt notice in what place they 
were 


„ ä K r 
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that were in the top of che Admtrall Gallion 
£fpiev certain ſhips necre vnto Penta Delge- 
aa, about which place is rhe pzincipall place 
ok the Aland and the Caſtle ; and ſeeming to 
the Parques that thoſe ſhippes ſhould be 
- of the enemies, he altered his determination 
and went ſtraightway neere vuto Ponta Del- 
gada, and by & by they diſcoutred mo ſhips, & 
then they perceiued that it was the armie of 
Don Anthonio. Oo our armie appꝛoching 
vnto the enimie, and hauing now certaine 
knowledge of them, faz that they prepares 
them ſelues towards the lea, and perceiuing 
them to be aboue 60. ſhips of ſmal and great, 
the Marquis called a corncell, and with the 
avuice of Don Pedro de Tolledo, the Maſter 
gentrall of the Campe, the Parquis de la 
Fauora, Don Pedro de Taſsis generall Comps 
troler, Don Franciſco de Bouadilla Haſter of 
the Campe. and other Capteins + Raights 
beeing called cherevnts , they determinen 
to pꝛeſent the battell, and co fight wich the 
enimie: who did the like, and put themſelues 
in oder, aud ſo they diſcharged apeece of 
ozdinance cowards vs in token of battaile. 
With that the Barquis commandes to put 
foozth a baner of defiance, and ſhot off one 
peece of odinance, and ſent Capt 


eine Ma- 
 roline, 
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| * 1 and capteine Rodrigo de Vergas, to 


avuertiſe the whole armie to ſet them ſelues 
in oꝛder of battaile, which was done in this 
maner: In the fozekront was a rowe of ſhips 
and galions, and of che xight hand of the 
Admiral! Was placed the galion Saint Mat-, 

theo, wherein w as the maſter Oenerall of 
the fic eld, and the generall Comptroller: and 
of the lett hand was the tip, wherein went 
Don Franciſco de Bouadilla great maſter of 
the fzeld, and foure chips moze to be alli⸗ 
ſtants: the ten Biſcains, with the other ſhips, 
wherein was the captemnes Michel de Ouan- 
do, and Vilia Viſioſa, were placed in the re⸗ 
reward. And by reaſon the ſhip wherin Don 
Chriſtopher de Eraſſo ment, had ſtrained the 
head of hir maine maſt, by meanes whereof 
the could not beare hir top laile, ſhe was foꝛ⸗ 
ced to ſtate behind, and could not cherefo2e 
take hir place accopdinglie, Which was a 
great greeſe to the Darguis, to want the 
compante of Don Chriſtopher in ſuch a time 
of occaſion. The Marquis him lelfe went 
in the gallan Saint Marten, whiche was 
Admerall of the ſame Mauie. Me gane this 
onder fo2 the battell, that in the vppermolt 
fight vpon the paope ſhould be 20, gentlemer 
and piſtolets, c 20.caleuers: and belowe the

piſtolets, and 6. caliuers: and loweſt of all

Queſſatha, and other foure piltolets ; any 
vpon the hatches of the galion 40. 1 
vpon either ſide, vnder the charge ol c 
taine Gamboa: neere to the chamber of t 
poope, was the body of the gard, with 40. 
ſouldiers, molt of them particuler men, 
which had bene in office befoze , vnder the 
charge of capteine Auguſtin Deherrara, fox 
to helpe and ſucco where ſhouly be molk 
need. Ja the ſtarne of the ſhip was John Bap- 
tiſt Sauffone gentleman of. Allan, with the 
ſerieants of the capteines Auguſtine Deher- 
rera,and Gamboa, with 15. piſtolets, and to. 


caliuers: in the great top was the ſerieant 


Syr Frances Galeio with 8, caliuers, and in 
the top ok the Trinket ſixe beſives thoſe 

that were in the ſmall tops, a 

ches where the great ozdinance dooth lie, 

were the capteins Syr Chriſtopher Deacco- 

uia , and Scouetho, aud John Alter, and 

the ſerieant Tauſte, and Eſquiuel, and with 


euerie peece of oꝛdinance one gunner, and ſix 


men to helpe him. And euerie one had an 


inttrument called W With the mu⸗ 
B nition 


oſton Ron- 


nder the hat⸗ 
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nition which was vpon the hatches, was 
Marcelus Carraceolus : and like ſeruice was 
vnderneath. And in keeping of the gunne 
powder was capteine Grimaldo, with — 
mariners. De commanded alſo, that there 
ſhould ſtand hard by the ſterne of the galion, 
the great bote called the Salua, and foure 
mall ones, fo2 to carrie directions, and fill 
tubbes of water and hogſheads in diuers 
places of the ſatd galion, and deuide in their 
places diuers pikes, and that the Mariners 
ſhould be in the ſhips apparell, and the cap⸗ 
teines Marolin and Roger Deuargas (as ſea⸗ 
men and ok great experience) ſhould attend 
vnto the oꝛdinance and other neceſlaries. All 
this was executed verie ſhoꝛtlie, and with a 
great good will. Foz all this was pꝛauided 
befoze they appꝛoched vnto the Jland. 

This beeing doone, with great noiſe of 
wifflers and dꝛums, and their baners open, 
went our nauie fo2 to inuade the enimies: 
the which made the like in good oꝛder. But 
bicauſe the wind was calme, they could not 
fight that day, but went ſeaward. Aud pet 
the Parquis could not vnderſtand of the 
tate of the Jland, Afterward foure owers 
within night ariued vnto the admirall Gas 
lion, in a Pineſſe, wherin was Domingo 


de Adwriaga, maſter of a ſhip called the Ca- 
teline, 


teline, with other fine mariners Beines, 

and bꝛeught a letter from Don Iohn de Ca- 
ſtilio, conteining as followech, 

In the army of Don Anthonio there is 58. 


ſhips,wherof 28. be great ſhips, and tbe reſt 


ſmall, and in them is 6000. Frenchmen, 
It our armie be not ſtrong enough to fight 
with them, then it may dꝛawe nigh the Cas 
ſtle, which is koz the king. And J would wiſh 
you to haue a great regarde to it, fox if your 
ſhould looſe the victozp, great intonuenience 
would enſue. Furthermoze the Paiſter 
and his company declared, that Don Antho- 
nio with his armie came to the Jland of S. 
Mic hael the 15. day of Julie, and the 16. 
he ſet 3000, men a land, with whome Don 
Lorenco Noguera with iiii.enſigens of foots 
men did meete, being in number about 500. 
men, and with 150. Darquebuſhiers taken 
out ofthe Byckeinel chippes, who a litle from 
the citie did ſkirmiſh with the french armie, 
but being ouerpꝛeſſed wich nomber , were 
fozced to retire to the Caſtle to Peter Piſo- 
to, with the loſſe of 10. Caſtellions, and 1 2, 
2 yſcaynes, Don Lorenco being hurt, wberoł 
after he dyed: and in the Caſtle with Peter 
Piſoto is the ſonne of the gouernour Ambro- 
ſio de Aguiar, and the Bilhop, the Cozigedoz, 
aud * two oz thiee Gentlemen, and all 
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iſe reſt went out or the ritie, calling ſome of 


Don Anthonio, and the fouldiours of the 
Frenche armie ſacked the Citie: and that 
Don Anthonio ſent to the Captaine Pon 
Iohn de Caſtili:c, wilting him to peeld vnto 
him che caſtle, knowing it to be his, and thar 
be would giue him free paſſage fo2 him and 
his company: the which thing if he refuled, 
that then he would bꝛing aland 7, pecces of 


Ozꝛdinance from the ſhips, and would bats 


ter the Calfle:#mmozeouer he gaue him to vn⸗ 
derſtand that the armie of Spaint woulde not 
come this peere. To whom Don John, the 
gouernours ſonne, the Biſhop, and the Cozis 
gedozmave anſwere, that the Caſtle was the 
king of Spaines, and that they woulde not 
yreld it tu him. The Marquis did likewiſe 
vnderftande by the ſaide Maiſter, that the 
Frenche men the next dape (hauing knows 


ledge ok the appꝛoc hing of our armie) did 


imbarke themſelues in all haſt , and that the 
2. Gallions and 2. great Caruelles of Peter 
Piſoto, were ouerthzowne necre vnto the 
Caftie,and the 4. By ame ſhips the French 
men tooke, after that che men were gone as 
land and withdzawen themſelues into the 
Caſtle, The Marquis being infozmed of all 
things, wꝛote vnto theTaptaine and Gouer⸗ 


eee in 1 the ſaid 2 — 
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fer, incouraging them, and certifying them 
ok the foꝛce of the kings army, not doubting 
but the next day to giue battell, and to haue 
the victozye, and that therewith they ſhould 
holde them ſelues contented, as he him ſelte 
was much topful of the ſeruice which they 
had alredy done to the king, which he knew 
ſhouldnot remain vnrecompenſed. And wich 
this anſwere they returned with the Pinaſle 
to the Jland. ä | | 
The next day being Mundapy, e the 23. ol 


Julie, ö tws Armies came to pꝛeſent battel: 


the french Armie hauing both the vantage of 
the wind and alſo of the Sun, came to allalt 
our Armie being deuided in thzee quadzons, 
and made thꝛee ſeuerall attempts, and pet 
could put nothing in execution. And coward 
night the Spaniſh Army making towardes 
the ſea, the french Armie placed ten ſhippes 
alonglt the Fland , thinking that night to 
haue got the winde of vs: but by reaſon it 
was calme, they could not pꝛeuaile. 8 
The 24. dap of July the Marquis retur⸗ 
ned, appꝛoching nerer the French army, who 


hauing the vantage of the winde, gaue two 


ſeuerall attempts, and yet put neither in ex⸗ 
ecution. Then the Marquis perceiuing that 
the courſe towardes the land was not conue⸗ 
nient fo him, he cauſed the armie to take the

4 | courle fowarves the Dea , thinking with 


himſelfe that whiles his Hippes were trims 
ming of their ſayles, that the enemie woulde 
allault him hauing the winde fo their pure 
pole: which fell out accoꝛdingly. Foz one of 
the Frenche Captaines with 7. Galleons 
came to allault the Captaine of the Spani⸗ 
ardes, and the Gallcon Saint Matteo, but ap- 
pꝛoching neere vnto chem, did not board 
them, but diſcharged great quantitic of Oz. 
dinance againſt them, and likewiſe did the 
teſt of the ſhips againſt ours: of whom they 
were receiued accozvingiy, in ſo much that 
our Caxtaine vid ſhoote of at them aboue 
40.peeces,and alſo the Galleon Saint Matteo 
Hocte of many peeces, alſo the ſhippe of Don 
Chriſtopher de Eraſſo {who was now ioyned 
with the armie) and alſo the ſhippe of Don 
Franciſco de Bouadilla , and Myguell de O- 

quendo, and others, which was a pleaſaunt 
ſight to beholde what Dzvenance was ſhotte 
oifthep did hit our Captatne with 4. ſhotte, 
one in the fozeſaile, another in the ſhzouds, 
another vpon an Anker, and the fourth in the 
ſhippes ſide, without doing any harme: they 
bit the Galleon Saint Matteo with 3 ſhotte, 
without daing any harme, no moꝛe did many 
their pecces which did hit many of our ſhips, 
And in the Galleons of the Frenchmen wee 
mighe 


might perceiue many ſhot to light, but ſpeci⸗ 

ally 4. out of our Captaine, which made them 
to retire, whereby it appeared they receiued 
ſome harme. 
There came in the Frenche armte two 
Captaines c two Admirals, and there was 
a ſmall Galleon like a Patacha, being excel⸗ 
lent good of ſaple , wherein it ſhoulve leeme 
Don Anthonio was, carping a ſtandarde in 
the Poope, which did not appꝛoch the fight, 
but kept a farte off to beholve what paſſed. 
There came to the number of 40, gret ſhips, 
and amongſt them ſome very fine Galleons, 
the reſt were (mall ſhippes, but fic fo2 the ar⸗ 
mie in reſpect of the lightnes,and there came 
diuers other {inall Pineſles all about the ar⸗ 
mie about 2.92 3, leagues ot to diſcouer any 
vnderſtand of all things, and alſo 2. Saities 
of Mercelles, very good ſhippes of ſaple, and 
many other light Boates with owzes, wher⸗ 
with they did put in oꝛder the battaile, and 
direct things as time ſerued. The lame day 
at night the two armies did ſeparate them⸗ 
ſelues „ The Marquis determined that at 

the going downe of the Boone to pꝛocure to 
get the wind of the French ermie, and in the 
moꝛning to aſſault them againe, which hee 
did, ſo that the 25. day of July he found him 
lelfe to wind ward of the enemp, & ſo ſought 
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" foboardthem, but bicauſe his ſhippes were 


great and heauie of ſaile, he could not put in 
effect that which be purpoſed , but was foz* 
ced to returne to the relcue of Don Chriſto- 


Pher de Eraſſo, who was in ſome diſtreſſe in 


following the enemie, and by defaulte of his 
maine maſt , gaue him a toe with his Caps 
taine. This day there was di(cried a great 
ſhippe of the enemies which wanted her fozes 
maſt, and other 2. ſhips which did helpe her, 
and they being not able to helpe her, ſhe was 
fozced to ſinke: it is iudged ſhee had ſome 


pharme with ſome ſhot the day befoze. 


De the 10, Hulkes of the Spanilh armie 
there did want two which caryed Almaines, 
and there wanted likewiſe the three ſhippes 
that departed from Lſhborne after the army 
departed, ſo that) Marques had in his Ma- 


uie no moꝛe but 25. ſhippes with the two gals 


lions. 

The 26 ok Julie the Frenche armie came 
againe to aſſault the Spaniſh armie, in very 
good oꝛder and with a fauourable wind. The 
Marques did cauſe his ſhips to be placed in 
oꝛder, although the galleon Saint Matteo was 
ſomewhat aſterne, which was lome greefe to 
the Marquis, doubting that the enimy might 
board hir, befoꝛe ſhe could conueniently be re⸗ 
ſcued: and ſo it fell out, fe; ſhe was n 
2 2 


by two gcalleons,a captaine and an admirall,, * * 
againſt whom ſhe did defend her ſelf very va⸗ 
liancly, being likewiſe aſlalted by other two 
ſhippes, who after they had diſcharged cer* 
taine ozvinance at her, paſſed fozwarvs, at 
the ſame time came other two French ſhips 

vppon the Captaine, who beginning to fighs 
with her, ſhe gaue them two ſuch welcomes 
with her ozdinance and arquebuthe ſhotte, 
that the one ol them was cuil to paſſe and als 
moſt ſonke: and ſo they rety2ed, hauing ſhot 
many peeces at the Captaine, and the Cap⸗ 
taine at them. At which time came the ſhip 
ol Don Franciſco de Bouadilla, who was nere 
the Capteine, who did likewiſe annote the 
Frenchmen greatlie wich hir ſhot, | 
All this while did the Admirall, and the 
Uiteadmirall of the French army fight with _ 
the galion Saint Mattheo, who did defend hir 
ſelke, and cffend the others valianclie ; the | 
gener all maffer of the Campe, Don Lopo de 
Figueroa, Don Pedro de Taſsis onerſeer ge- 
nerall, with the reit of the gentlemen and 
ſouldlers that were in hir, valiantlie ſhos⸗ 
ting at the enimies bath with great fot, 
arquebuſhot, and mulket ſhot. The Marquis 
perceiuing that the Spaniſh nauie was to 
the wind ward of the French nauie, F ſeeing 
the diſtreſſe that the 3 S. Mattheo was 
| 1 in 


in by reaſon ot the two French men, he com» 
maunded the Captaine to turne towards the 
enemie, & ſo did Don Chriſtopher de Eraſſo, 
and the reſt of the ſhippes of the Spaniſh ar⸗ 
mie:and the ſhippes of Michael de Oquendo, 
Vilia Vicioſa, and another Zr5kair , which 
were beloze the ſternemoſt, by changing the 
wind were then the fozemolſt, who came and 
bozded the Admirall of the French nauie, 
who ſought with the galeon Saint Mattheo, 
and afterward came the ſhi), wherein went 
Michael de Veneſa, who fought with the 

capteine of France like a good Capteine, 
and ſo in like ſoꝛt did the ſouldiers that were 
with him, and bicauſe his ſhip was betwene, 
the Marquis could not at that time board 
the Capteine of France, but paſſed fozward. 
In this meane time the Admir all of France 
was in ſight with the galeon Saint Mattheo, 
and thꝛee ſhips moꝛe, who bozdedhir , Villia 
Vicioſa being one of the three, and hauing 
bozded the French Admirall at the pzowe, 
was aine, with manie of his companie, as 
ſhallve declared. The ſhip of Oquendo did 
board hir aſterne, and did enter his men into 
hir, and began to 7 acke,and tooke foure pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners and the enſignes. The battell began 
now to encreaſe: with that came two other 
French ſhiys to relkew their Capitaine, and 
putting 


the got from them, 

Jn this meane while the Marquis gaue 
an other aſſault vpon the enimie with much 
ſhot, and at the laſt bozded with the French 
Capteine pzowe to pꝛowe, and fo grapened 
togither, where was a cruell fight of both 
ſides, ſhooting the one at the other both with 


great ſhot and ſmal, fo2 the ſpace of an houre, 


till he peelded, where was bcheaded aboue 


Zoo. Frenchmen, and the Gentlemen and 


ſouldiers that were in the two fights, did des 
tend them ſelues valiantlie: ſo likewiſe did 
the two capteins Auguſtine Deherrara, and 
Gamboa, and their Lieuetenants. The 
Marquis like a generall went though the 
fights, encouraging the people to the aſſaul⸗ 


ting of the enimie, kozeſeeing and ozdering 


all things needfull to be doone. The artil⸗ 
terie both belowe and alsft did great good, 
. though the great diligence of thoſe capt eins 
that had charge thereof. The battell bes 
tweene the other ſhips did pꝛoceede, giuing 
and receiuing great chargings one vpon an 


other. The battell continued fine houres, 


and at the laſt the enimie fled. 


Don Anthonio was departed in a {mall 
Pineſſe, with another ſhip the night befoze 


the battell, Some ſhips were ſonke, & ſome 
C 2 ſpoiled, 
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putting aboard bir aboue 300. freth men, 
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ſpoiled, hauing beheaded the men that were 
found in them, and ſome fled to other ſhips. 
And foz that we could not toe their ſhips, the 
Marquis commanded that we ſhould burne 
them, and ſinke ſuch as we ceuld, as we had 
begun to doo, The Caruaile with the boz⸗ 
ſes which they had taken, was recouered. 
It is thought that there is of the enimies 
aboue 1200. flaine, dzowned, and beheaded, 
belides manie that be hurt, oł them that elca⸗ 
ped in the ſhips which Lev. There might 
haue bene taken manie of their ſhips moze, if 
we had had time and mariners ſufficient fo2 
to haue towed them, but they were ſuffered 
to depart without men and ſpoiled ; and it is 
certaine, that the Adinirall which was left 
koz halle dzowned, and other foure oz ſiue 
thips moze, were oucrch2owae inthe Ile of 
Saint Michael, and it it thought others haue 
done the like in other places.
